WAR ALSO AFFECTS
WEST INDIAN TRAOE

Jlmlm Especially Hard Hit Be-
cause Principle Commodity

is Perishable,
Kingston, Jamalea, Aug. 7.—Ag3o-
clated - Press Correapondence) —Al-

though trade in the West Indies gen-
orally hes suffered to an exwent which
i guite appreciable owing to spocial

war conditions, yét Jamaica, on ac-||

count of the perishable noture of its
principal  eommodity,—bznanas—has
had a more serious sethack than any
other of the British West Indian col-
onfes. The gister eolony of Trinidad
is more favorably placed on account
of better shipping facilities offered in
neutral and DBritish vessels.

The effect of war conditions 1in
Jamaica i{s exhibited in the customs
collections. Since August, 1914, im-
ports and exports have decreased 12
per cent while exclse revenue has
fallen to an even greater extent. The
falling off in exports is due almost
entirely to the lack of adequate ship-
ping.

Comparing the latest returns for
1915 with the corresponding pre-war
period in 1914, the following percen-
tages illustrate the decreases in va-
riows typlcal exports: Coffee 11 per
cent, cocoa 17 per cent, dyewoods 33
per cent, bananas 44 per cent, ginger
40 per cen't, pimento 39 per cent, rum
54 per cent, sugar 13 per cent, cot-
ton 9§ per cent and honey 57 per cent.

Bananas, which form the prineipal
export of the colony, representing 60
per cent of the total exports, have
fallen by almost one half and this in
A year when the erop is the largest in
the island’s history. Tho colony, in
fact, has had a record production In
almost all lines, but total exports are
almest one-third less than in normal
years. As a consequence perishable
commodities are wasted and in some
places surplus fruit for banana plan-
tations, not protected by firm con-
tracys with the fruit tradng com-
panies, cannot find buyers at 3 cents
per bunch,

It is the very irony of fate that
after the hurricane of 1912 and a
perlod of almost continuous drought

in some sections since 1909, fust
when the seasonal rains have been
the best since the year 1906 with a
record crop both as regards quality
anrd quantity,—the island should be
placed in a position where it can not
murket its preduce for lack of ves-
gels to carry it. The situation has
been somewhat relieved by the action
of the fmperial government in arrang-
ing for ocean transport for some of
the . surplus sugar stock: buot this
benefit. to the island as a whole is
small ns sugar occuples but a com-
Jaratively insignificant position in
the bulk of the colony's exports.. The
bpsis on which Jamaicz:y .prosperity
rests under present conditions, ‘both
on - account of the revenue derived
from it, and the fact that it puts more
money into circulation than  all the
other departmenis of sgricultural ac-
tivitles put together. Quick, régular
and sufficient ocean transport there-
fora is an essential condition to tho
isand’s prosperity. This Jamaica has
not got and there seems no immediate
prospect of improvement in the situ-
ation,

England is not in a position to act,
except to find freights for such pro-
ducts as she may immedintely re-
quire, The eyes of Jamaica therefore
turn to the United States, not only
for the reason that she Is the fsland’s
best customer for bananas, buying 90
per cent of the gross production, but
for the further reason that American
capital and energy and enterprise has
Geveloped the banana trade to ils
present position of pre-eminence.

It Is interesting here to note the
rclative positions of the mother State
aind Amerlca beht as buyers and sel-
lers. In 1874 Jamaica purchased from
Great Britain 54 per cent of her en-
tire impontations and In'1914, 20.5 per
cent; while she purchosed from Amer-
lca in 1874,-30.8 per cent and in 1914,
47 per cent respéctively. 1In other
words in 40 years trade with Great
Britein- ha8 diminished by 16.4 per
cent while relations with the United
States havé improved by 167 per
cent.. Of exporis, the mother land
purchased 1.5 per cent. 1In 1814 the
relative positions were: United King-
dom 18.2 per cent; TUnied . States
60.9 per cent, mnd at the same time
the buik of trade ‘during .the period
mentioned hus more than doubled in
value. Jamalca's next best customer

| LESSON FOR AUGUST 8
THE K|NGD’9M TORN ASUNDER.

LESEON TEXT-—I Kings 12:6-16.

GOLDEN TIEXT—Pride goeth before
destruction, and a hauglty spirit before
a fall. Prov. 16:15

Solomon's kingdom though cutward-
Iy magnificent contained within it
those germs of oppression, formal re-
ligious obscrvances and the lax ex-
ample of an indulgent monarch which
gpeedily led to its disrupticn after his
death, Forty years Solomon relgned,
but the lattgr end of his life was none
too peaceful. *He ldved many strange
women"” aud “his heart was not per-
fect with the Lord his God” (11:1, 4).
Rezon was his “adversary” (11:25)
and Jerobonm whom he at first sought
to conciliate (11:26-28) was finally
driven from the land (v. 40). Chapter
eleven contains the prophecy of which
this lesson Is the fulfillment. *“And
Rehoboam, his son, reigned in his
stead” (11:43).

I. The ‘Conventlon at Ghechem, vv.
1-6. This place has an important his-
tory beginning in the days of Abraham
and Jacob. It was 2 elty of the Laevites
and the place where Joshua gave his
final charge (Josh, 24:1, 26), Abime-
lech destroyed it though it was soon
rebuilt. Here israel gathered to con.
firm Solomon’s.son upon the throme.
Jerusalem and Judea readily accepted
Rehoboam as king, but the ten tribes
hesitated and, according to one trans-
lation thére was a Yyear's delay during
which time Jeroboam was sent for and
certain réforms wers formulated (v 2).
Their charges were entirely gelfish
and meade no reference to the rights of
Jehovah nor offered any protest
against the Increasing idolatry. Be-
fore allegiance was sworn Jeroboam
as spokesman presented these reforms
(v. 4) and Rehoboam wisely asked for
time to consider the request (v. 5).

1. Good Counsel Neglected, wv.
6-12. Rehoboam came of bad stock
(ch. 14:21), yet his first step was a
wise one. His name means “Enlarger
of the people,’” but he gadly belled the
pame. Too long had he lived in the
atmosphere of luxury and enervation.
The northern tribes. suffered greatly
through taxation ard shared mone of
the prosperity of Jerusalem. Solomon's
“yoke,” like that of every earthly mon-
arch, had been heavy (Matt, 11:29, 30).
 The counsel of the old mea was good
(v. 7), it was kingly, manly.

Jesus tells us that the greatest must
be the servant of all and gets us the
example himself (Matt. 20:28). Reho-
boam next consulted those of his own
circle who “were grown up with him,”
men of llke position and passions,
youths as Inexperienced as himself
who had no sympathy but were wild,
conceited, overbearing, selfish. Reho-
boam asked “advice” (v. 6) of the old
men, but asked for “counsel” (v.9) of
the young men, but in neither case is

there any sunggestion that God was
consulted (James 1:5). Thesde young
men counseled a boasting and burden-
some course which brought Rehoboam
to grief. Oppression always results
in rebellion, a fact that those who gov-
ern gr employ others ghould ponder
well. Rehoboam's cholce of counselors
and. his consequent course of action
was the height of foollshness (Prov.

13:20).

ill. Bad Coungel Confirmed, vv:
1214, Jeroboam's subsequent carser
confirms us in peliaving thet he more
than ali others encoursyed and fos-
tereq the division of the kingdom. But
he and the praud, téollsh princeling
.wera both only cdrrying 'out the word
and will of Jehoval' (v, 15; Ps. 76:10).
| This doed_net,. however, lessen his
gulit or folly (Acts 2:28). Not content
with declaring his acceptance of the
evil counsel he spoke ‘roughly” (v.
+18) and this verse suggests to us that
“the old men's e¢ounsel” was known to
the people, thereby aggravating his
offense. “Whom God wishes to de
he first makes mad.' Rough words
wound or wadden and, “by dall
words you may lead an hitit by i
hair” Not content to rafusé Relio-
boam threatens added _bymt; 14).
